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From the President 


We are off to another great year at Copiah-Lincoln 
Community College, and the excitement and spirit of our 
students and employees remains strong as we approach our 
100th year of operation. 

The College was formed in 1928, but next fall we will 
celebrate 100 years as “Copiah-Lincoln.” The very first board 
meeting of the Trustees of Copiah-Lincoln Agricultural High 
School was held on December 9, 1914. Earlier that same 
year a booster club was formed in Wesson with its purpose 
being to increase public awareness of the importance and 
value of an education. The newly formed booster club 
planned a picnic to be held on the lawn of the home of the 
Hodges Family (Oliver House) to discuss the location of a 
new agricultural high school. The group decided to invite 
local supporters (including representatives from Copiah 
and Lincoln counties) to come as well as their own friends. 
After dinner, they assembled under the magnolia tree and 
after much discussion, it was their unanimous decision that 
the new Copiah-Lincoln Agriculture High School would be 
located in Wesson with the town putting up $8,000. While 
the first classes were not held at the new high school until 
September 6, 1915, the true beginnings of Co-Lin started in 
Wesson 100 years ago under the shade of a magnolia tree. 

We will be celebrating the history and founding of Copiah- 
Lincoln this year and we will share more details with you in 
the coming months. I hope many high school and college 
alumni will join us for these special events and activities. 

Our 2014 Homecoming was a tremendous success with 
hundreds of our alumni returning to Co-Lin to celebrate.

Furr 

Furr is a 1948 graduate of Co-Lin High School and a 
1950 graduate of the college. He is an institution in Wes- 
son, having owned and operated Furt’s Service station for 
over 74 years, and is the long-time organizer of the Wes- 
son Flea Market. Furr was a student at Co-Lin when his 
father passed away, leaving a young family and a business 
behind. Furr abandoned his plans for senior college to 
take over the service station and paid for the education of 
his two siblings. 

Furr has been a member of the Wesson Lions Club 
for 59 years, and is a member of the Wesson Volunteer 
Fire Department, in which he served as chief for 50 years 
and the station was named for him in 2002. He is also a 
member of Decell Memorial United Methodist Church.

The Copiah-Lincoln Wolfpack won the 
MACJC South Division football title this 
season for the first time since 2010. No. 12 
Co-Lin wrapped up the division with a 40- 
28 win over Jones on Oct. 23 in Wesson. 
The division title is the third (06, 10, 14) 
for Co-Lin under the leadership of head 
coach Glenn Davis. 

Co-Lin (7-2, 5-1) won the south after 
beginning division play in a 0-1 hole. 
The Wolfpack closed the season with a 
five-game winning streak that vaulted 
them into first place. No. 7 Gulf Coast 
(7-1, 5-1) finished in second place in the 
south and traveled to the north division 
champion, No. 1 East Mississippi (9-0, 
6-1), in the other semifinal game, where 
they were defeated. 

‘The game started off with a bang, with 
21 points scored in the opening 3:12 of 
the game. Jones (5-4, 3-3) got on the 
board first with a 6-yard James Milledge 
touchdown run with 13:48 remaining

in the quarter. Just 69 seconds later Co- 
Lin would respond with their first score, 
a l-yard TD run by De’Lance Turner. 
The score was set up by a 22-yard pass 
from Daniel Fitzwater to tight end 
Taylor Marini. Greg Nickles kicked the 
PAT to even the score at 7 -7 with 12:39 
remaining in the first quarter. 

That score would stand for a whopping 
51 seconds as Jones scored on a 51-yard 
bomb from quarterback Kenny Coleman 
to receiver Rodregus Ducksworth. Cole 
Byrd notched the PAT and Jones held a 
14-7 lead with 11:48 remaining in the first 
quarter. 

The pace would slow from there as 
Co-Lin next scored with 3:45 remaining 
in the quarter when Nickles booted a 33- 
yard field goal. He also connected on a 23- 
yard field goal late in the second quarter. 
Nickels, a freshman from East Rankin 
Academy, was visibly stove-up after being 
involved in an automobile accident earlier 


in the week. He grittily sucked it up to go 
4-for-4 on PAT attempts. 

Co-Lin would take their first lead with 
12 seconds remaining in the quarter on 
an electric 25-yard touchdown run by 
Lakedric Lee. Lee, a North Pike product, 
burst through the line of scrimmage and 
raced past the Bobcat secondary for the 
score. The 15-minute first quarter took 45 
real-time minutes to finish and had 292 
yards of combined total offense.

It started with a gift forthe campus fi 
chapel back in 1997. Fred and Jewett | 
Taylor of Oxford donated $250,000 
towards the construction of the cha- 
pel, which was named for them. Fred 
Taylor was a 1926 graduate of Co-Lin 
High School and a member of the col- 
lege’s Sports Hall of Fame, and had a 
desire to give back to the college. Fast 
forward to 2003, when Mr. Taylor 
sent word that he wanted to make an- 
other gift to Co-Lin. 

Dr. Howell Garner, who was presi- 
dent of the college at the time, recalls 
making the trip to Oxford to visit the 
Taylors with Charlotte Hill, who was 
the executive director of the Founda- 
tion at the time. 

“Initially I thought they might 
want to give some money for athletics, 
since he was a former basketball player 
and coach,” Garner said. “But then he 
said, “What about students? What do 
they need?” 

The Taylors ended up making a $1 
million gift to the Co-Lin Foundation, establishing the Taylor 
Presidential Scholarship, the most prestigious scholarship award- 
ed by the college. Garner said the Taylors wanted to provide for 
outstanding students who had great potential for success. 

The first scholarships were awarded in 2004 to Spencer Allen, 
Chris Collins, Brett Callender Delaughter, Karen Wallace Free- 
man, Ashley Hatcher Hickman, Jackie Stowe Johnson, and Leah 
Bush White. The students were required to submit a resume, an 
essay, letters of recommendation and undergo an interview pro- 
cess. The scholarship awarded $5,000 to cover full tuition and 
fees for two semesters, and could be renewed for the second year 
at Co-Lin, totaling $10,000. This process still stands for stu- 
dents who apply for the scholarship. Currently, the scholarship 
award has increased to $6,000 per year due to a rise in tuition 
and fees. 

This year at Homecoming, a reception was held at the presi- 
dent’s home to celebrate the 10th anniversary of the Taylor

Dr. Ronnie Nettles, president of the

“The number of outstanding appli- 
cants for the Taylor scholarship con- 
tinues to increase,” Nettles said. “It’s 
exciting to see the incoming Taylor 
| scholars and the recent grads still pur- 
suing their educational goals, and to 
think of what they will achieve. The 
future is bright at Co-Lin.” 

Fred Taylor passed away in 2003 
at age 95 and Jewett passed away in 
2010 at the age of 104. In addition to 
the scholarship endowment, the col- 
lege has received an additional $1.5 
million in funds from the Taylor es- 
tate to benefit other areas of the col- 
lege such as construction and faculty development. 

Garner recalled getting to know the Taylors, and discovering 
how they came into their fortune. Fred Taylor was a former high 
school football and basketball coach, and also sold insurance 
and operated a cattle farm in Oxford. Mrs. Taylor was a former 
teacher. 

“Mr. Taylor wasn’t a CEO of some large corporation,” Garner 
said. “He was a hard worker who was wise with his investments. 
They were both extremely smart and extremely generous. That 
was very inspiring to me.” 

Former Taylor scholars who came to the Homecoming re- 
ception shared about the impact the scholarship had on their 
lives. Matthew Windham (07) and Leah Bush White (06) both 
spoke of the tremendous honor it was to receive the distinction 
as a Taylor scholar, and was a selling point in their decision to 
attend Co-Lin.
